While preparing a Sunday 
school lesson recently, my 
eye was caught by a sub¬ 
title in my Bible: “Samuel 
warns about a king.” This 
statomc,nt represents one of 
the clearest warni.ngs man 
has ever received concern¬ 
ing the dangers of govern¬ 
ment.
